Outdoors with Ben

Good woodsman- 
ship important when 
turkey hunting 


The coming spring Gobbler season is the subject of coffee shop 
chatter across Alabama. Once again experts and novices will match 
wits with one of the Nation's smartest birds. Hunters who consis 
tently bag several nice gobblers each year have mastered the sport 
to ‘some extent, but they will tell you no one can reliably predict 
what a smart old Tom may do, 

The first thing one must do to collect a Tom is to find him with- 
out him finding you first, If you are scouting or hunting in more 
open terrain it is important to utilize the terrain to hide your move 
ment. If you think birds are near, take advantage of a rise in the 
topography, line of brush or anything else that will help hide the 
human outline, They have eyesight that can only be compared to 
Superman's X-ray vision. Walking or sitting in the shadows of trees 
will also help prevent you from being spotted. Another tactic some 
hunters use both for scouting and hunting is to'sneak down ditches 
and washes to the spot where they want to be, One hunter I know 
uses knee and elbow pads to crawl to locations that he thinks hold 
birds. This may be a bit much for most of us, but you can't help but 
‘admire his determination. 

Since most turkey hunters prefer to be in the woods before day 
light, they must be especially careful not to make noises that will 
alert a gobbler that a hunter is entering his living room. The use of 
flashlights to walk into a setup is also debated. I’ve heard some say 
that any artificial light will lessen your chances of success. : Others 
say that a small light aimed directly at the ground in front’of the 
hunter is Ok.. Some say the use of a small flashlight with a'red lens 
is best. I won't try to settle the argument as far as using a flashlight, 
but I do know, I had rather take a smal] chance of spooking a bird 
than stepping into a stump hole in the dark. 

Even beginning turkey hunters know that turkeys are Tooated by 
various locator calls such as a crow, owl or coyote call. It’s impor- 
tant to try to locate the bird that gobbles at you locator call, but it's 
important to listen for the not so obvious Sounds: Sometimes you 
can detect other turkey sounds such as birds scratching in or walk- 
ing through dry ‘leaves.. Also listen for the drumming and flying 
sounds made by turkeys. 

Cupping your hands over-the rear part of your ears § ves as a 
built in amplifying device to hear these distant sounds. 

The green of Spring is trying to peep through.. Find a lush bottom 
with new growth emerging and there is a good chance you can 
locate a flock of turkeys. You could be eating fried turkey fillets by 
noon on opening day.

Dietary guidelines’ recom- 
mend that we reduce the amount 
of fat, sugar, and salt that we eat. 
These same’ guidelines encour- 
age us to include more fiber in 
our diets by eating whole grain 
products and more ‘fruits and 
vegetables. 

You may decide, that the best 
way for you to improve your 
diet is by reducing the portions 
of the foods you normally eat or 
by eating less foods that are high 
in fat, sugar, and salt,.But, one 
Way to improve your diet is by 
altering the recipes of the foods 

that, you: are now eating by 
using less fat, sugar, and salt. 
You may or may not be satisfied 
with the results of these 
changes, depending on your per- 
sonal tastes and standards, .as 
well as the type of food. 

Changing the Ingredients 

Some recipes can be altered 
by simply reducing an ingredi- 
ent or substituting one for anoth- 
ér. Some géneral reductions and 
substitutions include the follow- 
ing: 

Sugar can be reduced by. 1/3. 
Example: If a recipe says | oup, 
use 2/3 cup. This works best in 
home canned and frozen fruits 
and in making puddings and 
custards: It may be less desirable 
for cookies and cakes. [t should 
be remembered that non-caloric 
sweeteners .work best as. substi- 
tutes for ‘sugar in uncooked 
foods, They are usually adverse- 
ly affected by heat. These substi- 
tutes also do not perform the 
other functions of sugar, which 
will be discussed later in this 
publication. 

Fat can often be reduced by 
1/3, Example: If the recipe has 6 
tablespoons, use 4 tablespoons. 
This. works best in gravies; 
sauces, puddings, and quick 
breads. 

Salt may be left out or 
reduced by 1/2. Example: If the 
recipe says | tablespoon, use |- 
1/2 teaspoons. Use ‘spices and 
herbs for a different flavor. 

Whole grain flour can be sub- 
stituted for 1/4 to 1/2 of refined 
flour. Example: If recipe has 3 
cups all-purpose flour, use 3/4 
cup whole grain flour and 2-1/2 
cups all purpose flour, 

Yogurt or cottage cheese may 
be substituted for sour cream in 
some sauce and dip recipes. 

Use low-fat cheese in place 
of higher fat cheese in recipes. 

Skim milk may be substituted 
for whole milk in most recipes. 

Evaporated milk or whipped 
nonfat dry milk may be substi- 
tuted for cream in some recipes 
calling for whipped cream.
